TfWEL COMMITS SUICIDE 


Shocking Tragedy Re= 
suits From Failure of 


Lingafelter Bank. 


Note Addressed to Wife was 


Found Upon Mr. Taafel's 


Desk at Light Plant. 


Worry Over Financial Troubles Was 


the Cause of Suicide. 


Innocent of Wrong-Doing at the Savings Bank Mr. 


Taafel Declared that He had Lost Every Dollar 


and Could Stand the Misery No Longer— 


The Funeral Takes Place on 


Monday Afternoon. 


Before committing suicide by jumping into the creek Savings Bank 


Receiver W. G. Taafei wrote this note which was addressed to "Libby or 


Kate," his wife and sister-ire law: 


"I am absolutely innocent of any trouble at 
the 
Newark 
Savings 


Bank. Every dollar I have on earth U gone. I 
must end this misery. 


Good-ble, my dear family. 
(Signed) 
- 
FRED." 


Th's *tote was found upon Mr. Taafel's desk at the Citizens' Electric 


Light and Power Company's office early Friday morning. 


Despondent over his financial con- 


aition, unable longer to bear the .in- 
feeling and unjust criticism of an un- 
thinking public, W. G. Taafel, one of 
the best known, end for a number of 
>oars most 
prominent 
citizens in 


Newark, drowned himself iti the north 
fork of the Licking river Thursday 
i.ighc. 


The body was found about 6:15 Fri- 


day morning about 40 feet north of" 
where the old aqueduct crosses the 
creek, and was taken out by Samuel 
Oden, the same man who found the 
body of.Clay Ryan several weeks age, 
farther north in the same stream. 


The close friends of Mr. Taafel have 


foi some weeks been fearful of a col- 
lapse under the strain to which he has 
been subjected, 5;ut suicide did not 
enter into their solicitous 
watchful- 


ness. It was never dreamed of by 
lliem. Mr. Taafel was subject at times 
to terrible nervous headaches and 
when worried or troubled over any 
business affairs, these would come on 
and nearly cause a total collapse of his 
e>stem. It was this that his. friends 
feared, but that he should take his life 


CiSd not enter into their calculations. 


A^en Mr.,Taafel did not come homo 


Thursday night his family became 
v,-onried and A. I*. Rawlir.gs, Frank 
G. Warden and several other of his 
friends were notified of -his no:i-ap- 
poarance. A search was instituted 
and a note was found on the desk at 
thf Citizens Electric Light and Power 
company's office addressed to "Kato 
or Libby." In this last message the 
despondent man said he was innocent 
of any of the trouble at ihe Newark 
Savings Bank, bui that evary dollar he 
bad on earth was gone and he must 
end his misery. After bidding an af- 
fectionate goodbye to his family the 
note was signed oy just the one name 
"Fred. ' 
As soon as this note was 


found the searchers knew that it was 
j.ierely a question of finding the body 
of their friend, and for this purpose 
lliey divided into squads. One of these 
came upon Mr. Taafe'"s ccat, hat and 
ii'nbrella on the creek bank, and it 
vas then known that under the muddy 
vaters nearby 
the 
hody of "W. G. 


Taafel would be 
found. 
Grappling 


1 ooks were brought 
into u=e, 
but 


fnally Sam Oden was employed to 


search in the stream which at this 
I>r-int is not more than four feet deep 
It was not long before Oden announc- 
ed that he had found the body, and a 
moment later brought it to shore. 
Bowers & Bradley's ambulance was 
summoned and the, remains 
was 


quickly com eyed to their undertak- 
ing rooms out of sight of a crowd of 
morbid sight-see'-s. Here the 
doors 


".i.ere locked and no one was allowed 
in the place- except those who 
had 


business there. 


Coroner C F. T.egge was 
notified 


and hastened to the undertakers to 
^:ew the remains. Blood was noticed 
cozing out of one of the ears and th'o 
report rapidly gained circulation that 
Mr Taafel bad «hot himself. Coroner 
Legge's examination quickly disclosed 
-the falsity of this theory, the flow of 
Wood coming from a slight cut 
in- 


flicted by a grappling hook. 
Mr. 


Taafel's arms, wx-re drawn up in the 
same rigid manne-r that is character- 
istic of those who come to their death 
by drowning, and it is undoubedly a 
fact that it was this that caused Mr. 
Taafel's death. 


It is undoubtedly true that since the 


appointment of Mr. Taafel as receiver 
of the defunct Newark Savings Bank, 
hn has been subjected to unreasoning 
criticism 
and 
unreliable 
suspicion. 


Those who have known the man from 
the time he was a machinist in the B. 
& O. shops here, and have followed 
his successful career until he was 
pi eminently identified with, some of 
the city's best institutions, knew that 
whatever condition existed at the 
'.•ank, Mr. Taafel w as not personally re- 
sponsible. To his pastor and friend. 
th«i Rev. J. C. Schindel, only a few- 
days ago the unfortunate man made 
Ihe remark: "Mr. Schindel. I will take 
the coat from my back, and go back 
to work in the shops at a dollar and 
a quarter a day rather than to see any 
one lose a penny through me." 


Everyone who knew Mr. Taafel re- 


alized that this v/as characteristic o£ 
the man, and today not a breath of 
suspicion attaches to any one of his 
ads. nor is a motive impugned. His 
phjsigal and 
nervous systems 
col- 


lapsed under tha strain of 
trouble, 


r.r.d he deenif-d it of no use io attempt 
to throw oft" the burden 
of 
misery. 


Suicide is a fearful remedy for the ills 
of life, and may be it merely adds to 
Ihe difficulty 
of the 
situation, but 


every one should remember the kind- 
ly, genial man, who commanded the re- 
spect and esteem, of an entire commu- 
city and Judge this last act of an 
honored career with charity and con- 
siderations of sympathetic regard. 


From one of Mr. Taaiel's closest 


personal 
and 
business 
friends, 
a 


statement was secured Friday morn- 
ing which throws light on his suicide. 
Some time ago the American Protec 
tive Union, ol which Mr. Taafel was 
supreme secretary, decided 
up.^n 
a 


consolidation with the American In- 
surance Union, the headquarters oi 
which organization is in Columbus 
The A. P. U. had made a semi-annual 
statement which showed ;iii overdraft 
of some three thousand dollars, thi-5 
statement being sent to the State Com- 
missioner of Insurance. On the face 
of this statement the Commissioner 
came to Newark, accompanied by an 
inspector, and in a short time the 
mittake was discovered. 
It was en- 


tirely a clerical error and the affairs 
of the Union were found to be in the 
Vest possible shape. 
To comply with 


the State law a note for ?5,000 bad 
l«en given, signed by the Supreme 
Officers of the order, among them be- 
ir.g W. G. Taafel. This note was given 
to i rotect rhe members of the order in 
case of an epidemic OJ some untoward 
condition which would require an ex 
traordinary expenditure of the order's 
u-eources. It was in the rature of a 
reserve fund purely and simply, and 
the note as long as the financial con- 
dition of the- order was 'sound was 
neither a re&ouirce nor a liability as 
far as Mr. Taafel was concernd. This 
note was-m the Newark Savings Bank 
company wlicn-that institution failed, 
and Mr. Taafel then went to another 
bank, borrowed ?fi,000 and gave gilt- 
edged security as he remarked "the 
last security I've got on earth." 


He became personally responsible 


as the signers of the first note, after 
the bank's failure, were not all worth 
the amount. At St. Louis recently at 
tbe National convention of the Amer- 
ican Insurance Union, it was unani- 
mously decided o merge with the A 
P, U., and on Thursday Mr. Taafel 
was in Columbus in consultation with 
Hon. John J. Lentz and other A. I. II. 
officers in regard to the n:erger. He 
came home about 3 o'clock and went 
about his duties us usual. At 7:30 
Thursday evening he was at the Sav - 
ings Bank and wrote some letters 
x.-hich he gave to Warren Suter to 
mail. He left the bank taking with 
him a 48-calibre pistol, bat events 
prove that he did not take his life as 
ie probably at that time intended. 


The ?5,000 note and the worry inci- 


dent to the bank failure and his try- 
ing duties 
as> receiver 
undoubtedly 


•reyed upon Mr. Taafel's mind until 
ie became unbalanced, as he was 
•ossessed of too s.our.d business sense 
to have worried about this note which 
could not become a liability against 
him unless the A. P. U. failed and the 
reserve fund had to be used. 


'Vomen ^'ho han earned their raonpy 


over washtubs and others with tales 
of woe that would touch the heart of 
any man almost daily visited the bank 
ind poured out their troubles to Re- 
eiver Taafel. 
He received many 


anonymous letters some of them con- 
taining threats, some accused him of 
ivrong doing, others declared he was 
sot acting squarely with the dopos>i- 
.ors in the bank, and all sorts of ru- 
nors concerning his integrity and 


unesty of purpose w ere 
set afloat. 


The combined effect of these troubles 
was more than Fred Taafel could stand 
and he gave up the fight and ended it 
n suicide. 


The s*ory was to!d that he was un- 


".tted to act as receiver because he was 
ndebted to the defunct bank. 
The 


act of the matter isFred Taafel doesn't 
owe the hank a cent. The bank is in- 
debted to him. At the time the institu- 
tion closed its door Mr. Taafel had on 
leposit there $1200 and the Citizens 
Slectiie Light and Power Company of 
which he was general 
manager, had 


$1800 on deposit. Hi was a director ir 
the Savings Bank an4 held $1000 wcrtl 
of stock, half of which was paid, ihe 
same as every other stockholder m the 
institution. The cnticism 
that he 


daily heard the slighting remarks thai 
were made, the qeesrionmsr of his hon 
est literally broke his heart and so un 
stirung him that life to him was impos 
sible. Fred Taafel was an honest man 
and the person who intimates that he 
was not does so whhoiu the evidence 
to prove it. 


MR TAAFEL 


Said That He Would Resign as Re 


ceiver as Soon as His Report Was 


Made Ready. 


Mr. Taafel, as receiver of the New- 


ark Savings Bank, \vas an 
officer ol 


the Court, and a successor will be ap- 
pointed by the Court to take up the 
work and finish, if. 


Mr. A. A. Stasel. who was attorney 


for the receiver, had work suspended 
on the books Friday anc! nothing furth- 
er will be done until Mr. Taafel's suc- 
cessor is named. 


Mr. Taafel said Thursday evening 


that as soon as his report on the 
bank's condition was finished he inten- 
ced to resign as receiver as he could 
not stand the strain. Thursday night a 
committee, consisting of E. C. Wright, 
W. C. Christian 
and T. B. Fulton, 


worked till 11 o'clock in appraising 
the notes of the banl>.
